With the French Armies in the 


Field, May 11.—Information from the 
Italian front establishes that since 
the inspired announcement by the en- 
tire German-Austrian press regarding 
the impending offensive against the 
,Italians, indications are daily appais' 
ent-ofcik^epm^^ 
of 


"the" Austrian armies" in "that 'theater: 
and of preparations" ~for an offensive. 


The Austrians have;inaugurated a 


campaign of raids and reeonnaisanees, 
usually the preliiiie of a major attack. 
The Austrian high command appar- 
ently has divided its forces into two 
groups, the armies of each being com* 
manded separately. 


The effective divisions holding down 


the Italian front, which were allowed 
to decrease during the winter, have 
•been reinforced: The number of com- 
panies lias been increased and the ar- 
tillery filled out. 


From various .sources it is learned 


that extensive efforts are in progress 
for the purpose, of restoring the com- 
bative craal-ity of the Austrian army- 
While these preparations seemingly 
indicate an offensive against Italy, al- 
lied military- officials recognize that 
this new military .concentration could 
easily be thrown against the Franco- 
British fronV 


Reports from the Macedonian front 


state that after a winter of inactiv-

PLAN TO SAVE FUEL 


OIL IS CONSIDERED 


Washington, May 11.—^Fuel admin- 


istration officials are investigating 
the advisability of .cutting out all 
fuel oil shipments to Oregon, Wash- 
ington, British Columbia and Alaska, 
it has been learned officially. 


If available coal can be found this 


step may be taken within about six 
months allowing time for industries 
to convert their equipment to a coal 
burning basis. Such a step, Oil Ad- 
ministrator Requa said, would „ save 
1,500,000 barrels of oil a month and 
release tank ships for trans-Atlantic 
use- 


The possibility of such a step de- 


pends on whether an adequate coal 
supply funning about 400,000 tons a 
month can be obtained to supply the 
northwest and whether supplies and 
labor neiessary for effecting the con- 
version of industry can be obtained. 
The fuel administration, it was stated 
would allow rt least from six to eight 
months in which to make the con- 
version.

of butterfish, 440 grams of grayfish, 
or 355 grams of salmon, indicating 
that in every casee fish was eaten with 
relish. The experiments are 
des- 


cribed in detail in Department Bulle- 
tin 646, "Experiments on the Diges- 
tibility of Fish." 


The -department recently has con- 


eluded an investigation of the com- 
Tiereial freezing and storing of fish, 
and a bulletin just issued on that sub- 
ject (No. 6-35) says that this method of 
^reserving fish will hold them 
for 


many months in the condition in which 
they were received, but will not count* 
eract deterioration due to previous 
heating or mishandling. 
Chemical 


analyses show no significant changes 
in frozen fish held for 27 months— 
much loueer than would be necessary 
or -profitable in -storing fish eommer- 
ciallv.

creating a democratic national army. 


Since this -country 
aligned 
itself 


with the enemies of German militar- 
ism the public interest -in the 
army 


«uid navy has grown rapidly. 


The compulsory military service act, 


however, was passed in 1908. It pro- 
~Ides that there shall be compulsory 
military service. of three years by all 
men of draft age, except 
and it Is 


the exception that is creating the 
democratic army. Men who have re- 
ceived a certain amount of military 
Instructions are excepted. 


The military instruction may be 


i-ftceived in military schools, but ob- 
viously it is not, in most cases. 


"Numerous "Linhas do Tiro" or rifie 


ranges, 
have 
been 
established 


throughout the country. Nearly 200.- 
000 men already have been enrolled In 
these ''Tiros." 


Twice a week the men practice mil- 
Twice a week the meifpractice mili- 


tary drill and marksmanship 
at the. 


When they become sufficient- 
ly expert they are enrolled in the re- 
serves, and are not obliged to serve 
their three years in the regular army. 


Naval reserves are being trained by 


the same method. This service at- 
tracts many young men because 
of 


the actual training and short sea voy- 
ages given on naval ships. 


With the growth of the army .re- 


serve the public attitude toward 
the 


regular army has undergone a notSce- 
able change. Formerly the army con- 
stituted a special caste, and this caste 
ft-as always viewed with considerable 
suspicion. Militarism vas not at all 
popular in republican -Brazil, 
But 


now whenever there is a military pa- 
-ade it is noted that a large share o-f 
r.he uniformed men are those of the 
Tiros—and the Tiros are the nation. 


At a recent review President Wen- 


ceslau Braz noticed two little boys 
dressed In the uniform of the Tiro in 
which their father 
was an 
officer. 


When the president spied the boys, 
one of them Is four years old and the 
:uher two and a half, they were stand- 
ing at salute while the flag passed the 
reviewing stand.

the 
cere- 


monies the president called the -boys 
to him and asked them if they knew 
manual of arms. They said they did. 
An aide gave a few of the simpler 
orders and they executed the drill per- 
fectly. 


"What Tiro do you belong to?" the 


president asked the younger. 


"To papa's Tiro, number 249. Don't 


you want to join? It's the best of all," 
was the answer in childish treble. 


The president declared that he was 


fhe youngest recruiting officer In the 
country.
